Salt If elli. 

In the city of Syraonse, New York, 
there is a large tniet of land which, 
since it was ceded by the fcieueca Indiana 
in 1778, has been reserved for the man- 
nfaeturo of stitt. S ilt is procured from 
four sources : from the ocean ; from 
deposits of rock, or fossil salt in 
the gnmiid ; from salt lakes and from 
salt wells. 

It is the latter that yield it on this 
reservation. They are not pimple ext^a- 
vatiouH, like garden wells, but are irou 
I>i)ies from eiffht to ten inches in 
(ii.iiiieh-r. rcaoniug from a depth of 
from a; 10 to 450 feet The brine fills 
them to within about Eighteen feet of 
the stirfiiee of the ground, and then it is 
pumped up the rest of the way and 
distributed in reservoirs. It contains 
about 170 parts of stdt in 1.000 of water, 
or sixty-six parts more ttion the ocean 
and fifty parts more tlian the Great Salt 
Luke. 

The brine obtiinod at S raeiise is of 
one quality, but it given two qnalities of 
B'lit by two ditl'crcnt jirocj-sscs of evapo- 
ration. When course sjiit is W;iiit4?d the 
watiir is exposed to the snn iu ahallow 
viits, fitted with covers to ])rotect it 
from dilution by the raiu, and utU^r bome 
days the salt appears as a deposit Bat 
\vli( n refined salt is rciinin d, the brine 
is purified by a chemical process, and 
evaporated over famaoea imder oovet. 

The solar salt, as that madn in the 



stm is culled, is used iu preserviog poik, 
that maile in the kettlea, 



eto., bat that maile in 

ldo<-k salt as it is called — a "block" 
being a row of kottlea— is further re- 
fined for tha dairir and the table. After 
it has been waaoad it is dtiadin loi.g 
irou tubular cylinders, whiob tevulve 
over furnaces, and keep it in constant 
motion until it is as p ir lied and as hot 
as dH8--rt sand, the vapors piis-siug from 
it through steam veuta. 

Finally it is ground, that for the dairy 
being pressed between granite rollers, 
while that for tabla use is paWwiaed in 
an ordinary flouring mill, whii-h leaves 
it aa soft and as white as the drives 
snow of April.— ybulA's GMMipanioM.

A New InspoHlon Iwiw Tlirontenlnff lo 
Drive Ciuciuiiuti Tubacco Meu All 
Orer to Coflnirtoii. 

T.tmlKvllli* (Joniinerclnl. 
CiKriMKATi, March 10 —There in an ex- 
cellent prohal'ility that the totjud-o bimi- 
nees of Cincinnati, wliit^li amounts to $10- 
000,000 per year, will be driven to Ken- 
tucky. There are seven warehouses in 
fViiscity whose future locutions depend on 
the action of ifieOhio Legislature in vot- 
ing on tlie Cochran hill, which provies for 
a change in the sj'steni of inspecting leaf 
tobacc t. The |>resent sy.^teni is acknowl- 
edged through the country as tt.e standard, 
and has given more general satisfaction to 
ituyers than auv yet adopted. In COnse- 
(luence the market has steadily advanced 
(luring the past ton years, until the to- 
bacco business of the Queen City h;is as- 
sumed a n»ai:nilude of $10,0()0",0(X) per 
annum. The present t(»bacco inspector, 
who is ajipointed by tlu^ ('incinnati To* 
liacco Association, who is allowed one as- 
sistant, is placed under a bond of $20,000 
for the faithful diHcharge of his duties, 
which itu'lude the seven warehouses lo- 
cated h"re. IJe is held n'sponsible for the 
proper inspection of all leaf tobacco ship- 
ped to this market, and aeconlingly a 
unifoi'in system of inspection is one of the 
advantaues of our tobacco dealers. 

The Cochran bill provifies for the np- 
piMniment by llie C'oniiiion I'Ic.is Court of 
ono inspector lor encli warell.»u^e, and the 
moment this provision is enforced the uni- 
formity whii'hat present exi-i^s, and whi. h 
has been the urcat secr(«t id' the wonder- 
ful development of the Cincinnati market 
I w ill be Hupplauteii by as many distinct 
systems as there are warehouses. The 
elt'ect of this will be tti compel the ware- 
I house proprietors to seek e(iuital)U; laws 
I at the hands of Kentucky, nn'l several 
important at'cessions to tin; bu-ine-s of 
Covington will be made at the expense of 
Cincinnati. The provisions of the Coch- 
rr.n bill are ur.ict ic.dly the saine ;is thai a^i- 
tated two years ago, but which met with 
defeat at the hands of the Legislature.

St. Patrick'* Day. 

To-morrow, the 17th inst., is fcJt. Patrick's 
Day. All of onr readers have heard of 

this day, but perhaps not all have read of 
the man in whose honor the day is cele- 
brateil, St. Patric k, the apDstlo and j»atron 
saint of Ireland. 1 he place of his birth 
is uncertain. O'Curry discovered in the 
British Mnssttm a maimscript tripartite 
life of the 6th century, which affirms that 
St. Pah iek WHS burn in ;^)72 at Bonavens 
Tabernia, thought l)y some to be the mod- 
ern Boulogne. Others maintain that he 
was born near Kilpatrick, in Scotland, in 
373. He died in Down, Ulster, March 17, 
493 or 4!>'). Tito name of Patricns was bo- 
stowed on him in Rome by Pope Celestine 
his original name having been 8cuccath. 
At the age of 16 he was carried captive to 
Ireland by a band of marauders, but after 
six months oseiped to Scttland. (Carried 
oU'a second time, and an tin escaping, be 
resolved to become a mis.sionary to the 
Irish, was ordained In Scotland, and after 
a long preparation was consecrated Bish- 
op, ll.iving previously, iiccording to .some 
acotmts, vi.-ited (Jatil and perhaps Italy, 
he passed over to his tdiosen lield of labor 
about 432, and preached the gospel with 
such extraordinary effect that although 
not absolntely the first to introduce chris- 
ti;inity into that country, he has always 
received the credit of its general conver- 
sion. He baptized the Kings of Dublin 
and Mnnster, and the seven sons of the 
King of Connaught, with th" greulor part 
t)f their subjects, and before his dea'h had 
converted almost the wiiole inland to the 
faith. St. Bernard testified that he fixed 
his metroplis see at Armagh, it appears that 
he app(/inted several Bishops, with w hom 
he held his conncils t(> settle tho discipline 
of the church. lie is said in h:a old ago 
to have wriUen bis "Confes.sion," but its 
authenticity is considered doubtful by 
many. It may be found in Sir James 
Ware's edition of the works of St. Patrick 
(8vo, London.) The li mian Catholic 
Church keipi his fodlival on March 17th. 
Patrick devoted the lands bestowed on him 
to the foundation of the churches, of 
cloisters for both sexes, and numerous 
monastic schools, whicli flourished during 
tho next three ctMitnries. He was also 
zealous for the sappres.iion of slavery, 
which waa one of the great incentives to 
the piratic il expo liiions in hi-i day. It is 
a poptil ir belief in Ireland that St. Patrick 
banished snakes auil frogs from tite island.
